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Three file for 
VBT supervisor 


The deadline was 4 p.m., Tuesday, April 
19, to file as a candidate on the Aug. 2 
primary election ballot for positions on the 
boards of trustees for both Van Buren and 
Sumpter townships. 

Candidates filing in both townships were 
Democrats, except for one in Sumpter, 
where former trustee Tim Rush filed as a 
Republican for a trustee seat. 

On Tuesday a crowd of candidates turned 
in their petitions in Sumpter, so at the end 
of the day there were 16 running for 7 seats 
— all incumbents challenged. 

Van Buren Township 

Van Buren Township will have races for 
every position, but clerk, where incumbent 
Leon Wright is running unopposed. 

Filing for supervisor were: incumbent 
Trustee Phil Hart, incumbent Trustee 
Brenda McClanahan, and former Wayne 
County Commissioner Kevin McNamara. 

Filing for treasurer were: incumbent 
Sharry Budd and Harry Roesch, II. 

Filing for four trustee positions were: 
incumbents Jeff Jahr and Reggie Miller; 
along with Paul White, Kevin Martin, Al 
Ostrowski, and Sherry Frazier. 

Sumpter Township 

In Sumpter Township all the incumbents 
filed for re-election and they all are 
opposed. 

Running for supervisor are incumbent 
John Morgan and newcomer Jay Bardell 
Il. For clerk is incumbent Clarence J. 
Hoffman, Jr., Esther Hurst, and Deb 
Callison. For treasurer are incumbent Alan 
D. Bates and Lydia May Graber. 

Incumbent trustees Peggy Morgan, 
Matthew Oddy, Don LaPorte, and Don 
Swinson are being challenged by Tim Rush 
(Republican), Jane Stallmack, Jennifer 
Price, Ronald Barrington Robinson, and 
Jerry Anderson, Jr. 

Esther Hurst had filed for trustee, at 
first, and then withdrew her name for that 
position to, instead, file for clerk.

District Library Board approves $14 million bond proposal

After a long discussion at its regular 
meeting April 12, the Belleville Area 
District Library Board voted unanimously 
to sell $14 million in bonds to build a new 
library building in downtown Belleville. 

The proposal will go before voters in the 
Nov. 8 election. 

It is yet to be determined for how long the 
mills would be levied. For 20 years it would 
be .74 average millage and cost $8,704.167 
in estimated interest of 5%. For 25 years, it 
would be .65 average millage, with 5.5% 
estimated interest totaling $11,748,625. 
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The interest rates used on the tables 
presented to the library board represent 
conservative rates, reported Public 
Financial Management of Ann Arbor which 
prepared the charts. 

If the bonds were sold in the current 
market, the interest rate would be about 1% 
less than those shown on the chart. 

“However, due to the fact the bond sale 
is at least six months away, we recommend 
using a conservative interest rate when 
computing the millage impact. Otherwise, 
if the interest rates rise, the District could 
be forced to levy a millage over the millage 
given in the pre-election information,” 
Public Financial Management wrote. 

The board also voted unanimously to hire 
bond counsel to work on the $14 million 
bond proposal. 

A great deal of time was spent 
discussing the probable construction 
costs for a 31,900-square-foot library, 


which amounted to $13,529,000 for the 
main downtown library, $250,000 for the 
satellite branch in Sumpter Township, plus 
$125,000 miscellaneous costs, for a total of 
$13,904,000. 

Treasurer Tanya Stoudemire pointed out 
the $14 million is 5 mills less than what 
the board asked for to build the lakeside 
library on the DNR property in Van Buren 
Township. 

Architect Dan Whisler said there will be 
a minimum of 18 months of construction 
because of the phasing, building the new 
library first and then tearing down the old 
library for a parking lot. That would cost 
$28,000 to $30,000 per month for the 
construction manager. 

The library board has about six months 
to put it before voters and if it is approved 
in November the bonds will be sold and by 
the end of 2017 it would go out for bids. It

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School Board puts Cristen Belloni back to work at Savage

On Monday, one of the five Savage 
Elementary School teachers that had been 
on paid leave for 87 days was put back to 
work. Four more teacher remain on leave. 

It is being stated around the community 
that the four remaining teachers are waiting 
for an apology from the school district and 
are hesitant to sign the non-disclosure/no 
law suit agreement. 

Cristen Belloni was allowed to go back 
to work after the Van Buren Public Schools 
Board of Education reached an agreement 
with her through her Michigan Education 
Association union representatives. 

The substitute teacher that had been in her 
classroom was to be in class on Monday 
also, so there would be a smooth transition, 
according to a letter to parents from the 
school district. 

A special meeting of the board of education 
was held at 7 p.m., Thursday, April 14, at 
the administration building to approve 
the agreement with Belloni. Although the 
meeting announcement was not announced 
prominently on the school district home 
page, about 25 people were present in the 


audience, informing each other by word of 
mouth of the meeting. 

School Board President Brent Mikulski 
said there was a seven-day revocation 
period in the agreement so they had to 
approve it at a time when Belloni could get 
back to work by April 18. Otherwise, either 
side could back out of the agreement, he 
said. 

He apologized to the Independent for 
the district not informing the local paper 
of the special meeting and secretary Pam 
Johnson, who is charged with announcing 
meetings in compliance with the Open 
Meetings Act, said she “forgot” to inform 
the Independent. 

In a story published on the Michigan 
Education Association website on April 15, 
the situation with Belloni was explained. 
The story, submitted by mgarcia, is titled 
“Van Buren Teacher vindicated in M-STEP 
investigation with MEA assistance.” 

With the help of MEA, a third- and fourth- 
grade teacher from Van Buren Public 
Schools is poised to return to her classroom 
facing no discipline after being cleared 
of wrong-doing in an investigation into 
M-STEP procedures during last spring’s 


test administration. 

“I’m glad to be going back,” said Savage 
Elementary School teacher Cristen Belloni, 
a Belleville native who once attended the 
school where she’s taught now for nearly 
14 years. “I think the students are going 
to be happy to see me. I’ve gotten a few 
messages of ‘We miss you.’” 

She's missed them too. 

Belloni, who holds two Master's degrees, 
values doing the unheralded work behind 
the scenes to develop connections with 
students. “I chose to come to work in this 
district, because I wanted to give back,” 
she said. “I had a good experience going 
here as a student, and I wanted to be a part 
of that.” 

Since 2002, Belloni has volunteered for 
all sorts of extra assignments, including 
coaching, sponsoring an after-school math 
club and yearbook. She has coordinated 
the districts summer school program 
and participated in numerous school 
improvement teams and initiatives. 

Former VBPS Superintendent Michael 
Van Tassel initiated the investigation into 
M-STEP. scores he deemed “anomalies” 
at Savage Elementary. Van Tassel was 


removed from his position in February 
following an ongoing and sizeable public 
outcry over the issue. 

“Our community really rallied behind 
us,” she said. “I’m going back with my 
head held high to say ‘I was vindicated.”

Last week, Wayne County Executive 
Warren Evans held a news conference and 
announced the various road work for this 
summer. West Huron River Drive from 
Elwell to Sumpter, in Van Buren Township 
and the City of Belleville, was on the list 
for road resurfacing. You can see all the 
little flagged stakes along that stretch of 
very broken-up roadway. 

Many people will be happy to hear a 
smooth roadway will be put in front of 
Columbia Court, St. Anthony’s Catholic 
Church, and Belleville High School. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said they 
will not start until Strawberry Festival is 
over. 

At the press conference at the Romulus 
maintenance yard, Executive Evans 
announced the county increased its 
commitment to fix roads by hiring 50 
seasonal employees and purchasing 
62 pieces of new roads maintenance 
equipment. He said in 2016 the county 
will invest $30 million to complete capital 
improvement projects that will benefit 21 
Wayne County communities.

On page five in the April 7 Associated 
Newspapers, there was a story about 
how Canton Township had a lottery for 
street repairs last year and selected 20 
neighborhoods for work this summer. The 
funds for the repairs come 80% from the 
county and 20% from the homeowner 
associations in the neighborhoods. 

The county allocated $1.5 million to 
Canton last year and another $1.5 million 
this year, so they’ Il be spending more than 
$3 million in county funds. 

In Van Buren Township the $750,000 
allocated by the county in 2015 was 
used for the Dewitt, Jeanette, Venetian 
road resurfacing project, with a special 
assessment district from property owners 
paying the 20% matching funds. Some 
work was also done in Walden Woods with 
the homeowners’ association paying the 
20% match. 

This year, another $750,000 from the 
county for VBT is being allocated to 
resurface McBride Road between Quirk 
and Beck roads, with the Van Buren 
Public Schools paying the matching 
20% ($185,000) out of its Sinking Fund 
because its middle school is on McBride. 
No lotteries here, although there had been 
questions about who decided on McBride 


rather than other roadways.

will be built in 2018 and open in 2019. 

“We should use local workers when 
possible,’ said building committee 
chairperson Joy Cichewicz. 

“It is appreciated by the community,” 
agreed architect Whisler. 

Board members talked about cutting this 
or changing that and board attorney John 
Day said, “You’re really just guessing.” 

“You need a hard number for a bond, a 
number you think we can pass,” Day said. 
“From a bond standpoint, you don’t have to 
build when it’s passed. Whatever you ask 
for you can get a building in place for.” 

Whisler said, “We can build a lovely 
building in downtown Belleville for the 
amount of money you decide.” 

“With a millage amount under .7, I’m 
happy,” said board member Mike Boelter. 

Library Director Mary Jo Suchy asked 
when it is feasible to stay at one story. 

Architect Whisler said a 25,000-square- 
foot library ought to be on one floor. If they 
cut the size back that small, it should be on 
one floor. 

“This is a growing community, so I 
wouldn’t go below 30,000 square feet,” 
Stoudemire said. 

Day said they can’t go across Charles 
Street and can’t go towards Main, so the 
only way to expand this site is to buy Main 
Street Computers and its asking price is 
$800,000. 

Whisler said the question is the bond and 
millage. 

Day said they asked about 2 total mills 
last time and will be asking 1.4 mills 
this time, both which includes the .7 mill 
for operation. The voters already have 
approved .7 mill for operation which 
expires in 2022. 

Whisler said the building committee has 
been meeting with the city to make sure 
library plans coincide with the city’s zoning 
ordinance. He showed updated floor plans 
and three-dimensional drawings of the 
preliminary library design.

He claimed they had done something 
wrong in giving the new M-STEP state test 
last May. Their scores were too good, he 
thought, and he reported this to the state. 
A flurry of charges of cheating went out in 
television and newspaper stories throughout 
Southeastern Michigan and the Midwest. 

Dr. Green said there are 12 applicants for 
the superintendent’s position so far and he 
has talked to several others who might be 
interested. Deadline for applications is May 
10. 

At Monday’s meeting, Dr. Green reported 
that 286 people took the online survey 
on what they would like to see in a new 
superintendent. He provided a packet of 
information on what people wanted on that 
survey and responses from people during 
his April 11 Stakeholder Input sessions. 

“You are not different from other districts,” 
Dr. Green said, referring to having a 
problem. “But, everyone would like to see 
it resolved.” 

A long list of qualities people would 
like to see in the new superintendent were 
discussed, including being a part of the 
community. 

“That’s why we got the problem. He didn’t 
respond to the community,” said Trustee 
Sherry Frazier, referring to Van Tassel. “We 
need to have the community as partners.”

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Judge Green explains 
how Judge Saad got 
‘plea by mail’ for offense

The Detroit Free Press has accused 34° 
District Court Judge Tina Brooks Green of 
holding a closed-door proceeding to protect 
Michigan Court of Appeals Judge Henry 
William Saad from the media gathered in 
her courtroom on March 8. 

In an April 10 editorial, the newspaper 
said its executive editor would be filing 
a formal grievance asking the Michigan 
Judicial Tenure Commission to investigate 
the conduct of both judges and take 
any disciplinary action it may deem 
appropriate. 

According to paperwork at the court, Judge 
Saad was cited Feb. 21 for possessing a 
weapon in a sterile area of Metro Airport. 

According to the Free Press, he was 
pulled out of line by screeners who told 
him he’d neglected to remove his handgun 
from the carry-on bag he was planning to 
take aboard his flight to Ft. Myers, FL. His 
arraignment date was set for March 8. 

Judge Green said on March 8 Judge Saad 
asked to talk to her and came into her office 
with his attorney John D. Dakmak. Wayne 
County Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Robert J. Donaldson joined them. 

“I was blindsided,” Judge Green said, 
noting she didn’t know Judge Saad and had 
never met him before. 

She said Judge Saad told her the 
prosecutor’s office called and told him if 
he wasn’t at court by 8:30 a.m. that day he 
would be arrested when he tried to get on 
the plane to visit his grandchildren. 

Judge Green said he wanted her to close the 
courtroom to the public for his arraignment 
because of other things involved. 

She didn’t want to close her courtroom, 
so she offered a compromise: a “by mail” 
plea. She said the court does a lot that way 
and last year handled 160 by-mail pleas for 
charges of weapon in a sterile area. 

Judge Green said Prosecutor Donaldson 
didn’t object. She reports he said, “I prefer 
it in open court,” but did not object. 

Now, according to the Free Press article, 
Prosecutor Donaldson objected, she noted. 

Judge Green sent Judge Saad down the 
hall to the clerks’ windows where the plea 
by mail was generated. She later signed the 
paperwork. 

“I didn’t seal the record or prevent them 
[Free Press| from seeing it. In fact, they 
had a copy before they left that morning,”

she said. 

“I was never trying to hide anything,” 
Judge Green said. 

“They’re seeking something against me, 
so I have to be careful what I say ... I may 
have to get an attorney,” she said. 

Judge Saad waived his arraignment, pled 
guilty, and paid his total fine of $750 by 
check. He was given a delayed sentence for 
three months under statute 771.1 and if he 
has no further offenses during that time the 
misdemeanor is wiped from his record. 

This is the same sentence given at the 34" 
District Court to others who have carried 
weapons, in one way or another, into the 
sterile zone of the airport. 

It is unclear how the Free Press and 
journalists from numerous other news 
organizations, including television camera 
crews, were tipped off to Judge Saad’s 
arraignment in time to fill Judge Green’s 
courtroom. 

“I interrupted their walk of shame,” she 
said of the media in trying to figure out 
why the newspaper was so upset. “I took 
that away from them.” 
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Judge Green said Judge Saad has reached 
the age where he can no longer run for re- 
election, so the newspaper’s claim that he 
will be up for reelection to the Appeals 
Court in 2021 is incorrect.

Tylan Jamel Johnson, 17, a former student 
at Belleville High School, was bound over 
to circuit court for trial after waiving his 
preliminary exam before 34 District 
Court Chief Judge Tina Brooks Green on 
April 13.

Belleville, Sumpter, 
Van Buren callers now 
can text for 911 help 


“Call if you can, text if you can’t.” 

That’s the slogan for the new system that 
allows people within the borders of the 18 
Conference of Western Wayne (CWW) 
communities to text for help if they can’t 
call 911. 

The City of Belleville, Sumpter Township, 
and Van Buren Township are among the 
Western Wayne communities in CWW that 
can use the texting for help. 

CWW stresses that the best way to 
contact 911 will continue to be by voice 
communication whenever possible, but 
during times that it is not, text-to-911 is 
now an option. 

This service benefits those involved in 
incidents where verbal communication 
is limited, or sometimes not an option at 
all. For example, text-to-911 will be very 
useful for the approximate 34 million 
Americans who are hard of hearing, deaf, 
or speech impaired. 

Text-to-911 could also help in situations 
of domestic violence, kidnapping and other 
situations where victims need a way to call 
for help without tipping off a criminal 
during the commission of a crime. 

Anyone who is within the borders of 
the 18 CWW communities can use the 
service, as long as they have a texting plan 
with one of the four major carriers: AT&T, 
Sprint, T-Mobile, or Verizon. The service 
is activated by sending an SMS text on a 
mobile phone to the number “911.” That 
text message will be routed to the nearest 
CWwW911 dispatch center for action. 

At the current time, the rest of Wayne 
County outside of the CWW area does not 
have the text-to-911 service, although some 
neighboring counties such as Oakland and 
Macomb have fully implemented the text- 
to-911 system. 

If the texter is in an area that does not 
support text-to-911, the texter will receive 
a “bounce-back” message informing them 
911 is not available via text. 

The 18 community members of CW W that 
can use text-to-911 are: City of Belleville, 
Canton Township, City of Dearborn, City 
of Dearborn Heights, Garden City, Huron 
Township, City of Inkster, City of Livonia, 
City of Northville, Northville Township, 
City of Plymouth, Plymouth Township, 
Redford Township, City of Romulus, 
Sumpter Township, Van Buren Township, 
City of Wayne, and City of Westland.
